8 Lesson and Chicago’s Sine: 

Ihe words which come to us from Chi- 
cago are full of that sort of courage and 
cheer Which we had reason to expect in a 
people of such resistless energy and dash. 
Words can not, of course, desoribe the real 
situation of affairs in the desolated city. 
The very effort to paint the picture with 
sufficient care and finish to place it graph- 
ically before the mind’s eye, seems to mock 
that inexpressible but strong congeption 
with which the liberal intuitions of pity, 
tenderness and sorrow usually endow our 
better nature upon occasions of great and 
wide-spread suffering. The heart of 
America catches the idea of a realism too 
terrible and vast for the uses of the most 
skillful rhetoric, and the pen falls down 
abashed in the presence of a calamity 
which miles of ruin do not half-way 
represent. If it were otherwise, if the 
blackened waste-places which have been 
substituted for the fairy world of a week 
ago, stood for ali that has been destroyed, 
weird and dreadful as we should hold the 
visitation, we should yet seein it many 
glorious possibilities; and even as it is the 
future, which rises out of the smoke- 
wreaths that festoon the city, is not un- 
worthy the destiny which Chicago, in her 
proudest hour, had marked out for her- 
self. 

Immensely more than the raw material 
of neture, and the advantages of an unsur- 
passed geographical position, remain to the 
city, which has now the melancholy honor 
of being the most hapless of modern times. 
We are told that twelve of her elevators 
are still standing. Her thirty-six railroads 
are as good as ever. There is no abridge- 
ment of her Lake front or her marine. 
The creat commercial houses, the banks, 
the insurance companies, held up 

by a communion in misfortune and 
a union of vigorous enterprise, and 
strengthened by the practical aid and un- 
broken confidence of the world outside, 
will rise out of the gloom and rebuild, and 
in all its beauty and grandeur, the whole 
of the burnt district. Temples of finance 
and trade will go up again. Churches and 
hotels and theaters will appear, one after 
another, like the scenes of a panorama, 
and populous and reilluminated streets 
will presently obliterate a loneliness and 
unsightliness which, fora moment, seemed 
lighted by not a ray of hope. Indeed, the 
dire nature and extent of the disaster give 
to Chicago a tragic interest which will be 
productive of many excellent things. It 
must needs impress itself upon the char- 
acter of the people no less than upon the 
wonder of mankind. It will sober and 
chasten much that was excessive and riot- 
ous. It will spread and encourage the 
reflective over the merely wanton and 
reckless. It will, in an imperceptible and 
unconscious way, make better men and 
women of those who survive their ruin. 
It will, in a measure, weed out much that 
was weak and vicious. 

To be sure a great city must always be a 
congregation, more or less, of good and ill 
crowded in a narrow compass, the ill oft 
corrupting and overshadowing the good, 
Jet euch influenced somewhat by the char- 
acter of the other, and, in all cities, difter- 
ing in degree and kind. Chicago had, we 
all know, a bad name. That let us agree 
to consider burnt up along with better 
possessions. One thing we may expect. 
That bad name will never be so well de- 
served again. There are, as there always 
have been, many thousands of noble men 
and pure women in Chicago. These will 
rain in moral stfeneth. Affliction is ever 
a moral teacher, and sorrow seldom comes 
that it does not win a victory for the better 
part of human nature. The influence of 
the good people of Chicago wil! be more 
palpably and directly felt from this time 
onward, and if viciousness be not dimin- 
ished it will at least be leas dominating. 

There was that in the suddenness, the 
brilliance and the conglomeration of Chi- 
cago’s rise and progress which gave Chi- 
cugo's vices their peculiarity and promi- 
nence. The fire-flood has swept away a 
deal of this animating principle. It is as 
u revolution. Its immediate effects may 
be, and doubtless will be, dismal in the 
extreme.

There is, in truth, enough in the 
spectacle of personal distress to stagger the 
bravest of us. Going over the Chicago 
papers that have reached us the heart is 
everywhere touched by the mingled signs 
of energy and sorrow which meet the eye. 
. is very like a battle fleld after the fight 

ended. But we have no time to dawdle. 
w e must support the displays of muscular 
force, trusting that, whilst we provide for 
the bodily wants of the sufferers, the Gop 
of all mercies will, 
way, temper the wind to the many shorn 
and desolate folds along that bleak lake- 
shore. 

The time calls for ac- 
tivity. We do not doubt that the gr atuity 
of the country will shape and systematize 
itself.

Louisville's Opportunity. 

The excitement growing out of the 
struggle for the Presidency of the Nash- 
ville railroad having subsided, we must 
call the attention of the people of Louis- 
ville to a matter more vitally aflecting their 
interests. A year hence the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Company will have completed 
their railroad across the mountains of Vir- 
ginia to the mouth of Big Sandy. About 
the same time we may expect the comple- 
tien of the St. Louis air-line. A glance at 
the map must reveal the importance of a 
line of railway that, conforming rigidly to 
the east and west direction of these two 
lines, proposes to connect them. Such a 
road this Frankfort, Paris and Big Sandy 
Company are organized to build. Leaving 
the Short-line Company to straighten the 
line between the city and Frankfort, by 
building the gap from Shelbyville to North 
Benson, they set out to build a road from 
Frankfort via Georgetown and Paris to 
Owingsville or Licking river, where they 
intersect the line of the Lexington and Big 
Sandy. 

From Louisville east this line runs 
threugh seven of the wealthiest agricul- 
tural counties in the State. Thence pass- 
ing through the rich mineral counties of 
Rowan, Carter and Boyd, it meets the 
Chesapeake and Ohio at the mouth of the 
Big Sandy, forming with the St. Louis 
air-line a straight link nearly four hundred 
miles in length, and. connecting the dis- 
severed parts of the most important chain 
of railway from San Francisco to the At- 
lantic seaboard. Lying directly in its 
course, traversing such a country, termin- 
ating at Louisville, and receiving the bene- 
fit of our large railroad connections, it 
would seem the natural line for the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio to the West, to which it 
would at once give such aid as to leave its 
completion no longer indoubt. Thus far, 
however, such is not the case; and Louis- 
ville must awake to a realization of the fact 
that this last link in a great transconti- 
nental line may be deflected from its direct 
and natural course and made to pass jus. 
beyond her reach. How this may happen 
we propose to show. 

Some six months ago certain New York 
capitalists, supposed to be or to represent 
the owners of the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
subscribed $2,000,000 to the capital stock 
of the Elizabethtown, Lexington and Big 
Sandy Company. It is a noticeable fact, 
however, that they have expended no 
money, and there are grave suspicions that 
they are awaiting the development of a 
more available route. If this road is built 
even as far as from the Big Sandy to Lex- 
ington, we shall be perpetually menaced 
hy the threat of completing it to Eliza- 
bethtown, 

On the other hand, the Kentucky and 
Great Eastern Company are chartered to 
build a road from Newport to the mouth 
of the Big Sandy. They are organized; 
have purchased the franchise of the old 
Maysville and Big Sandy Company, and 
have already taken the vote in Mason on 
the proposition for that county to sub- 
scribe $400,000 to the capital stock. It 
may be observed that one of the conditions 
of this subscription is that they shall begin 
work at the western line of Mason county, 
thus showing very clearly that they are 
not proposing simply a read from Mays 
ville East, relying upon the road to Paris 
and thence to Frankfort to get West, but 
they intend to build the road to Newport 
and then Cross the river and pass through 
Cincinnati. 

The people of Louisville cannot view 
with indiflerence the completion of either 
of ihese lines as part of a continuation of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio road. Once at 
Maysville, travel and commerce would 
never turn South, to go fifty miles out of 
its way via Paris, but would find its short- 
est route West via Cincinnati. That city, 
alive to her interests, would soon fill the 
gap of sixty miles between Maysville and 
Newport. 

On the other hand, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio once owning a road to Lexington, 
would find that via Frankfort and Lows- 
ville to the Southwest too devious, and the 
result would be the filling of the gap be- 
tween Lexington and Elizabethtown or 
Bowling Green. 

To avert the threatened danger, Louis- 
ville must at once give such an indorse- 
ment to the Frankfort, Paris and Big 
Sandy railroad as will insure its success. 

The company, having taken and carried 
the vote in Scott county at the August 
election for $300,000, next proceeded, as 
was proper and natural, to the county of 
Bourbon. We are assured that the people 
of that county will respond by a decisive 
vote in its favor; but thus far the County 
Court has declined to allow them to exer- 
cise what they have heretofore considered 
their unquestionable right to decide for 
themselves so important a matter. 

The board of directors of the company, 
in order to save time that is valuable, and 
to avoid delay that may seriously embar- 
rass if not defeat the enterprise, have de- 
termined, we learn, to ask the people of 
Louisville to vote without awaiting the ac- 
tion of the County Court of Bourbon. We 
commend this course. If the payment of 
the subscription of Louisville is made con- 
tingent upon the completion of the whole 
or integral parts of the line, it is no longer 
a material question whether she votes first 
or last. Her prompt and decisive indorse- 
ment of the enterprise at this juncture will 
settle all doubts as to its successful ac- 
complishment. It will do more than this. 
It will conciliate thousands in Eastern 
Kentucky who have been exasperated by 
the position of Louisville on the Southern 
railroad question, simply because they did 
If our people shall de- 
cisively indorse this great enterprise at

VACANT LANDS, 


Important Decision of the Register of 
the Land ce. 
From the Kentucky Yeoman, 12th. | 

Major J. Alex. Grant, Register of the Land 
Office, has made an important decision, based 
upon an opinion of the Attorney Gencral, in 
regurd to the entry ef the vacant lands in this 
State. The lands subjectto entry lie chiefly 
inthe mountain counties, and have only a 
nominal value, the portions fit for agriculture 
and the best timbered and mineral lands 
having long been taken up. There still re- 
mains, however, a large amount of wild lands 
subject to entry, which are being steadily taken 

at the minimum os of five cents peracre. 

ese lands were originally ceded to the State 
of Kentucky by Vir, nia, upon the formation 
of the new State, and in turn given to the re- 
spective counties in which they lie, with the 
right and power to dispose of them as provided 
by law, and to hold the proceeds in trust for 
county purposes. The law which regulates 
their entry, approved February 11 1854, II. 
Stanton, page 450, provides in the ad section, 
as follows: 

Any person who wishes to appropriate — 4 
vacant and unappropriated lands may, on app! 
eation to the vege Court of the county in 
which the same lies, and paying at such price as 
the court may allow, — less than five dollars 
per hundred acres therefor, obtain an order of 
court authorizing him to enter and survey any 
number of acres of such land iu the county, not 
leas than twenty-five nor more than two hun- 
dred acres. 

When the survey has been made and prop 
erly certified to the Register of the Land 
Office, he isenes a patent for the land, which, 
being signed by the Governor, vests the title 
in the patentee. 

The construction of this act has been, ever 
since its passage, simply to the etfect that no 
land warrant should issue for more than 200 
acres without any restriction as to the num- 
ber of warrants issucable to the same person, 
and, under this interpretation of the law, 
warrants to the number Of several hundred 
thousand acres have been issued to the same 
party. Since Major Grant came into office, 
one John H. Chébve r, of New York, has 
filed certificates of entry and survey of two 
hundred thousand acres of vacant land in

After report of the treasurer of the Chicago 
fund the regular order of business was again re- 
sumed, and the Constitution again taken up.

Upon the reading of the second section of ar- 
ticle 10, a discussion arose upon the question of 
secret societies and the requirements of candi- 
dates for membership, when an amendment to 
the section was adopted, that no person shall be 
admitted to membership in this Union who is 
not a practical Catholic. 

Upon the adoption of the constitution as a 
whole, Mr. McMannon moved that the Union ex- 
pel from its membership all persons who are not 
practical Catholics. 

The chair would not entertain the motion. 

Among the several sections amended was sec. 
tion 4 of article 3, amended so as to read that 
“All officers of this Union must be in practical 
communion with the Catholie Church, which 
called out a great deal of discussion. many mem- 
bers of societies composing the Union not being 
in practical communion with the church. 

Section 3 of article 4, when amended. provided 
that the salary of the secretary be increased 
from $200 to $400 per annum, 

When section 2 of articie 10 was reached, a 
very spirited discussion arose, participated in 
by every member who could by strategy and 
strength of lungs gain the floor, on the question 
of the right of members belonging to secret so- 
cieties to hold membershipin this Union. The 
section "as su ended as to read, that no per- 
son will be admitted into this Union who is not 
a practical Catholic. 

The reading of the rules was the next order of 
business, but it was decided, on suggestion of 
the chair, that the regular rules of the Union 
were in force in this convention. 

NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF OFTICERS. 

The nomination and election of offlcers were 
proceeded with by the immediate nomination of 
Judge Dennis Dwyer. of Dayton, Ohio, and Frank 
MeNerhan y. of Washington, D. C., forthe office 
of President of the Irish Catholic Benevolent 


Union. 
Mr. McNerhany declined, and it was moved 


that the Secretary cast the ballot of the conven- 
tion for Judge Dwyer for President. 

The Secretary cast the ballot of the conven- 
tion, and the Hon Dennis Dwyer was declared 
re-elected to the office of president. 

Mr. Frank McNerhany, of Washington, and 
Michael McEmres, Esq., of St. Louis, were nom- 
inated for the office of first vice president. The 
ballot was taken, and resulted in the election of 
Frank McNerhany first Vice president of the 
Union. 

Cundidates for second vice president—James 
B. McGuire, of Baltimore: George White. of 
Philadelphia, and Pat Bannon, of Louisville. The 
ballot resulted in the election of Mr. Pat Bannon 


second vice president. 
It was moved that the president cast the 


unan mous ballot of the convention for Mr. 
John J. Harrington, of Richmond, Ind., present 
incumbent, as secretary of the convention; 
whereupon the vote was cast and Mr. Harrington 
re-elected secretary. 

By acclamation the Rev. Father Henry, of St. 
Louis, was unanimously elected to the office o’ 
treasurer of the Union. 

The next business in order was the election of 
three members of the Executive Committee, the 
ballot resulting in the election of M. Glennon, 
James D. Dougherty, and Edward Beman as 
members of the Executive Committee. 

THE PLACE FOR HOLDING THE NEXT CONVENTION 
was the next question before the Convention, 
and one hour was spent in a lively contest by the 
delegations from the various prominent cities, 
each urging the claims of its city upon the Union 
for the Convention to be beld at their respective 
cities at ite next sitting, one year hence. 

Among the gentlemen urging these claims was 
Mr. George J. White, who arose and spoke in 
bebalf Philadelphia in the following pithy, og.

SINGULAR DEATH. 


A Seven-yearcold Bot Boy Drinks a Quart 
ote of Whisky and Gives Up the 
t. 

Johnnie Hogan, a boy seven years old, whose 
parents live at the corner of High and Eighth 
crose-strects, Portland, died yesterday morn- 
ing about 1 o'clock, ‘he story of his death is 
very melancholy and singular. He was a stout, 
healthy boy, full of fun and playfulness, and 
much petted by the family. He was attending 
the Montgomery-street school on ‘Thursday 
last and returned home in company with 
@ younger brother, at the usual hour. Other 
boys came along the same road, and turned in 
at their respective homes. Johnnie, on getting 
to his home, did not go into the house, but set- 
ting down his bucket and satchel at the gate he 
ran down the street to play. They were accus- 
tomed to engage in some juvenile sports every 
day, and nothing was thought of Johnnie's con- 
duct, 

Mr. Doland lives at the third house from Mr. 
Hogan as. In rear of Mr. D.’s house is an old 
coal shed, raised above the ground two or three 
feet upon blocks of wood. Some one of the 
women went out there for fuel, and her atten- 
tion was attracted by very loud breathing under 
the shed. She supposed that some drunken fel- 
low had crawled under there, and made no et- 
fort to disturb his slumbers. But the loud 
breathing was so constant and so labored that 
she finally examined under the shed and discov- 
ered Johnny Hogan. 

His mother was notified of his condition, and 
the two wemen polled him out. He was perfect- 
ly unconscious and apparently in a very deep 
sleep. The family were greatly alarmed, and 
sent immediately for a physician. The latter 
came, and carefully examined the patient. An 
emetic was administered, which relieved the 
stomach of ita contents. The latter was found 
to be strongly impregnated with whisky, and the 
breath smelled of the same. The boy never re. 
turred to consciousness, but continued to sink 
until death relieved him about one o'clock yes- 
torday morning. 

The exact cause of his death perhaps will 
never be known. His brother and playmates 
know nothing of him after he placed his books 
and bucket at the gate. The rest is supposition. 
It is possible that he found a bottle of mean 
whisky, hidden by some older person, and, after 
drinking the entire contents, staggered under 
the coal-shed and fell. Perhaps he got hold ofa 
bottle of medicine containing both whisky and 
poison and drank a sufficient dose to kill him. 

A young man named Mike Goods, living in an 
adjacent house, died of a congestive chill about 
the same time. The two bodies were taken in 
the same funeral procession, the one in a hearse 
and the other in a carriage, to the Portland 
Catholic Church. The priest delivered the fu- 
neral discourse appropriate to each, after which 
both the remains were deposited in the Catholic 
burying-ground on Twenty-sixth street. 


ON HIS TRAVELS. 


A Snake in a Passenger Car. 

Dr. N. B. Anderson, of this city, returned 
home from a visit to St. Louisthe otherday. He 
relates a little incident of his travel on Monday 
night, which partakes somewhat of the horrible. 
The seat in the car immediately in front of the 
doctor was occupied by a swarthy, rough-look- 
ing and hard-visaged, cold-natured kind of man, 
who cacried with him a wooden box, about the 
size, perhaps, of an ordinary hat-box. Some 
time in the night the doctor noticed this man 
take the box carefully from the seat and piace it 
in the rack overhead, and then take his seat. 
But what was more noticeable in the man was 
his apparent restlessness after this movement, 
as, every few moments he would turn 
round and look anxiously at the box, as though 
it contained some precious treasure, or as if he 
dreaded something withiy. Before it had re- 
mained overhead a great while, the strange indi- 
vidual arose, took hold of the box with the same 
caution as before, and placed it on the seat be- 
side him. Soon after, a passenger entered and 
asked for the seat occupied by the mysterious 
box, when its owner told him the seat was taken. 
The dcector, after this, took no further notice of 
his traveling companion, and, forgetting the cir- 
cumstance, soon fell asleep, with his head bowed 
down on the back of the seat in front and imme- 
diately ovér the box. In this position he slept 
soundly until daylight. When he awoke a fright- 
ful spectacle met his bewildered eyes, that al- 
most paralyzed his already drowsy senses. 
‘Lhe curious box was immediately 
under his face, and (oh, borrors!) through 
an opening made in one corner, arose almost to 
the doctor's forehead the huge, rough head of a 
venomous, deadly snake called the Cyphon, his 
eyes glaring into the eyes of ths frightened man, 
while he thrust his head from side to side, dart- 
ing his forked tongue almost into the doctor's 
face. As soon as he could recover his senses he 
touched the owner of the reptile on the arm and 
called his attention to what he thought the criti- 
eal condition of the man. But instead of being 
the least agitated, he turned deiiberately 
around, caught the snake by the neck, stuffed 
him down into his prison and covered up the 
box. The Cyphon is one of the most venomous 
of California reptiies. Dr. Anderson said there 
was a striking resemblance between the looks of 
the snake and its owner, and he dreaded one as 
much as the other. 

EXTINCTION OF FIRES. 
Something that is Exceeding!y Im- 
portant if True. 

In the scientific record of Harpers Magazine 
for February. we find the following: A recent 
German writer, in discussing the general theory 
of fires, and the best method of preventing and 
extinguishing them, mentions various mineral 
substances which may be mixed with the water 
employed, to give it much greater efficiency. 

“Chief among these, in bis opinion, is common 
salt, and he maintains, as the result of actua. 
experiment, that one part of water contajning 
salt will have more effect than four without it. 
He explains its action by saying, that a saline 
solution is less readily vaporized than pure 
water, and that it is not so easily decomposed 
into its constituent element of oxygen and hy. 
drogen, which, of course, tend to reunite and 
produce a still greater intensity of combustion. 
He thinks that the salt itself also, falling on hot 
coals, is decomposed, its sodium combining with 
the oxygen of the water, but that the hydrogen 
of the water unites with the chlorine of the salt, 
and forms a complete incombustible gas, which 
has a very favorable effect in deadening the 
flame, and aiding in extinguishing the fire. 

There is no danger of injury to the fire appa- 
ratus attendant upon the use of salt water, pro- 
vided it be subsequently flushed with fresh water 
from the hydrant. Our author advises that a 
supply of rock selt be kept in bagsin every en- 
gine-house, and as soon as a fire breaks out that 
the solution be made. It is not necessary to 
have such a solution saturated, as a large per- 
centage of water may be added without materi- 
ally affecting the efficiency of the mixture. 

An important preventive of fire is suggested 
in the coating of the beams and timbers of new- 
ly-built houses with soluble glass, applying this 
in several successive coats of a rather dilute 
solution, to be followed by a final application of 
a mixture of soluble glass and cement. Wood 
treated in this way may be exposed quite close 
to burning matter without actually taking flre.

Rumors of incendi- 
arism were rife in police circles yesterday, and 
caused much excitement. 

On Monday night, while two officers were 
standing in front of the opera-house, one of 
them sawa bright blaze creeping through the 
window-sash of a small carpenter-shop, next 
door east of the Pearl saloon, and by breaking 
the dor down and aifree use of water a confla- 
gration was checked. 

On Wedoesday night a small colored boy ran 
into police headquarters and informed the ofii- 
cer on duty that a carpenter's shop, on Center 
street, between Green and Walnut, was on fire, 
and in this instance, as in the one of Monday 
night, the fire was quenched without unaeces- 
sary confusion. 

Last night about one o'clock fire was discov- 
ered inthe carpenter shop of A. E. Ricketts, on 
Green street, adjoining the rear of McDowell's 
block of fine buildings, but before it had reached 
a large pile of shavings in the floor a boy dis- 
covered it and informed an officer at the Opera- 
house, who went and put it out. Each of the 
above were no doubt attempts of incendiaries. 

On Thursday night, some malicious person 
slipped into the Baxter Hook and Ladder-house, 
on Market street, near Eighth, and, climbing into 
an obscure part of the building, cut the flre-alarm 
telegraph wire, and broke the circuit west of 
Central Station. Fertunately, when the wire 
was severed, the slack below was observed, 
which caused inspection, when the fault was 
found and remedied.
